W a sh in g to n , July SS— A meeting 
of executives of l l s of the major 
railroads of th e rnlt«»I Slates will 
ho callot! In New York next Tuesday 
to consider a plan of settling the 
strike now in progress, T. D ew itt 
Cuyler, ch a irm a n of th*' association 
of railway executives announced last 
n ig h t after a conference with P res­ 
ident Harding. 


Direct pent e negotiations in m s! 
and rail strikes seem certain to lie in 
full swing next week as a result of 
developments today. 
Eastern rail executives will he hosts 
to heads of 148 railroads at New York 
on Tuesday, when 
President 
H ard ­ 
ing’s proposals for settlmeent of the 
shop men's walkout will he consid­ 
ered. 
John L. Lewis experts to call op­ 
erators In the 
central 
competitive 
field to. meet for a peace parley in 
Philadelphia Thursday. 
The miners' chief will meet 
the 
United Mine Workers district presi­ 
dents and with anthracite mine own­ 
ers and mayors of hard coal region 
cities before that time. 
While these favorable prospects for 
direct conferences of opposing parties 
were brightened the outlook, reports 
from western railroads indicated r e ­ 
newed ridings. 
Threats of a fresh 
crisis developed when It was reported 
officials of the big four brotherhoods 
would meet to consider the question 
of handling non-union coal from the 
mines, 


W ashington, Ju ly 28— Tentative 
proposals for the settlement of the 
railroad sh o p m e n ’s strik e wore draw n 
up yesterday after a series of con­ 
ferences between President H a rd in g 
and labor leaders headed by It. M. 
Jewell, of the shopm en’s union. 
It was understood th at the s u g ­ 
gested plan for settlement 
details 
of which were withheld by those p a r ­ 
ticip ating in Its formulation 
would 
be submitted later to executives of 
the railroads. 
The settlem ent proposals a p p a r ­ 
ently had reference to the seniority 
Issue. 
Should the railroad executives ac­ 
cept the plans, it was said, a r e ­ 
h earin g of Issues which led to th* 
strik e would he held before th e r a il­ 
road labor board, and all other q ues­ 
tions left to 
ad judication 
through 
such a proceeding. 
W. H. Johnston, president of the 
In tern atio n al Association of M a chin­ 
ists; J. A. Fra n k lin , president of the 
boilermakers; M. F. Ryan, president 
of th e carm en; Tim othy Healy, pres­ 
ident of the sta tio n a ry firemen and 
oilers; J a m e s Burns, vice president 
of th e sheet metal workers, and E d ­ 
w ard Evans, vice president of th e 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers, 
were In tw’o meeting with Mr. J e w ­ 
ell and the president, the last of 
which did not break up until nearly 
6 o'clock. 
T. D e w i t t Cuyler, chairm an of tin* 
railw ay executives’ association, was 
w ith 
P resident 
H ard in g 
at 
the 
W h i te House for an h o u r before the 
union leaders were received and it 
was arran g e d for Mr. Cuyler to con­ 
fer w ith th e president after th e la­ 
bor group left. 
Other railroad offi­ 
cials were in th e city, but apparently 
were not invited to th e conference. 
In the president’s 
hands 
while 
the conferences proceeded 
was 
a 
copy of proposals which representa­ 
tives of th e strik in g shopcrafts on 
the Baltimore & Ohio had received 
in a separate meeting w ith th e m a n ­ 
age m e nt of th a t road held in Balti­ 
more this week. 
The document was 
delivered by Senator 
Watson, 
re­ 
publican, Indiana, who bas been a c ­ 
tive in meetings w ith the railroad 
officials concerned. 
It was considered possible th at the 
B. and O. plan might have been used 


as a basis for the tentativ e sugges­ 
tions developed in yesterday'* meet­ 
ings, 
A considerable number 
of 
ra il­ 
roads have been wilting to retu rn 
strikers th eir seniority positions in 
consideration 
of a general 
calling 
off of th* strike, hut others, Includ­ 
ing th e Pennsylv ania 
system 
and 
roads in th e southwest, have flatly 
refused t«r do so. declaring that it 
meant dismissal of men employed to 
take the s trik e rs ’ places and demo­ 
tion of men who remained In serv­ 
ice when others went out. 
The position of the union heads 
Who met with the President was u n ­ 
derstood to be that nil the railroads 
m utt concede the seniority point, ac ­ 
cepting the r e tu rn of alt the s t r i k ­ 
ers.* 
It was asserted that the prop­ 
osition of catling off the strike o r­ 
ders, even though all but two or 
th ree major roads yielded on senio r­ 
ity. had been discussed. 
This left 
the intim atio n that President H a r d ­ 
ing would bring pressure upon th e 
executives of those lines as a part 
of the strike settlem ent endeavor. 


Council Bluffs, Iowa, July 28.— A 
woman and six men were badly beaten

The strikers gathered at the station 
to meet a train believed to he ca rry ­ 
ing strike breakers. 
Just before the 
train arrived, the deputies attempted 
to clear the strikers. 
Mrs. H. P. Schupp, wife of a striker, 
was badly beaten. 
The men injured 
included two deputies 
who 
became 
separated from their companions. 


St. Paul, Ju ly 28 
R. W. Clark, as­ 
sistant to the president of the Nor­ 
thern Pacific railway today e m p h a t ­ 
ically denied that clerks of th** sys­ 
tem were th re a te n i n g to quit their 
jobs because of being ordered 
to 
wash cars. 
"T h e report which was 
broadcasted several days ago is ab ­ 
solutely without foundation,’' Clark 
said today.

VOTE TO STRIKE 


THREE 
PAY 
REDUCTIONS AND 
REFUSAL OF EIGHT HOUR 
DAY THE CAUSE 
Chicago, 
Ju ly 2 8 —Great 
Lakes 
freight servile sailors have voted 99 
per r e n t for a strike', according to an 
announcem ent here today by T. B. 
Nolan, general secretary. 
F o u r hundred votes under ju ris ­ 
diction of the Lake C arrie rs’ associa­ 
tion, are threatened, most of which 
are engaged in carrying 
iron 
ore, 
coal and grains. 
"These boats are owned 
by 
the 
United 
States 
Steel 
Corporation,*’ 
Nolan said. 
" T h e steel tru st dic­ 
tates the labor policy of virtually all 
other light boats, at th e loading and 
unloading docks at both ends of the 
lake.” 
F ailure of the carriers association 
to g ra n t an eight hour day and three 
reductions in pay since May, 1921, 
incited the strik e vote. 
Operation 
of passenger boats is not affected.

In the meantime, rail executives 
of the 148 railroads 
prepared 
to 
Journey to New York for a m e e t in g 
Tuesday, when it was hoped a plan 
for settlement of the strike could be 
formulated. 
The most serious riot was in Auro­

A score of strike s y m p a th is ­ 
ers had threatened

per cent on clothes they must wear 
to keep them warm In winter.

Senator Smoot, of Utah, sought to 
explain to Nelson that the high rate 
was necessary to afford protection to 
wool growers, but Nelson Insisted it 
would be difficult to explain it to 
those who were forced to pay high 
prices for wool and clothes.

THE MPANlMJtD OK IJVISO 


In the economy of the social, economic and industrial orders, 
there are no non-essential elements. This is brought to light when 
miners or shop crufts’ men cease to fulfill their normal functions 
in the existing order. 
And further analysis suggests that each 
and every class of labor is indispen. able, not because of the impor­ 
tance of the tasks discharged, but because of the urgency of the 
demand that what they art required to do be done. 
And in pro­ 
portion as mm sense the importance of the place they hold in the 
order of life, there will be a weaker or stronger demand that their 
contribution to the world have due recognition. 
But, while the importance of the contribution of some may 
be clearly seen, the importance of the contribution of others is not 
so easily appraised. 
Yet all the elements that go lo make up a 
nation’s life are indispensable not because of the quality of their 
occupation but because of their location. 
If there were no laoor- 
trs each man would be required to do his share of the work ioav 
<iont by laborers. 
This sense of its value was brought to the at­ 
tention of common labor during those war years when the value 
of labor was unduly stressed. 
Because of the abnormal demand for labor during war years, 
thi* rewards of labor were abhormally incieased, and it is not 
surprising that in the years following the war, labor has been 
hi sitanl ..1 nit accepting i reduction ot Ihe standard of living made 
possible iO it during those war ears. 
A higher standard of living is ihe thing which prompts men 
to struggle to achieve. 
Minds arc made active, energies arc re 
leased, activities are initiated, for the purpose of improving .he 
standard of lving of the thinker, organizer or worker. 
Life’s 
struggle centers around the standard >f living. 
It is therefore to be expected that when a given standard 
has been reached it will not be relinquished without a struggle 
equal t * the struggle that made it possible. 
N o man voluntarily 
seeks the reduction >f his standard of living. 
This statement s 
true in general, even though there have been a lew who, feeling 
that their standard was not justified by their contribution io com ­ 
mon welfare, have volunteered to accept less of life. 
However, the standard of living varies with the chances n 
the economic order. 
There are times of prosperity and vhen* 
times of stagnation. 
The question thin resolves itself into il.ts: 
Whose standard is to bear the reduction which will be ncccssars 
to advance more prosperous times? 
The accepted answer is; 
labor's standard must be the first to be changed. But is «his f.ii; ? 
Labor s standard is a stanoard of living; while the standard >f 
the wealthy is a standard of luxury. 
The man wnose wife and family winters in Florida, svoile 
a »son tours Europe, as the man himself is arranging for improve­ 
ments to his summer home, may feel just as keenly a., anyone else 
the shill in conditions whereby his standard is threatened. 
But 
his standard includes all the things cited and, in 
.hi.bon. .lie 
increasing of his bank balance. The middle man, woo stands be­ 
tween wealth and want, dislikes the shortage whicn limits his 
ability to hold his standard. 
But in the first case the standard is 
one ol luxury, in the second one of comfort, while in .lie case of 
common labor any rtduet. >n in the standard means a reduction of 
life’s necessities. A reduction in the first case limits luxuries, in 
the second it restricts comforts, while in the third it brings want, 
in none of these eases is il easy lo yield, but a reduction of .he 
standard which brings disappointment» bas more justification than 
the reduct I m of a standard, when ihat reduction means calamity. 
And when—but perhaps that day will never dawn-—We see our­ 
selves as others see us, and all are able lo get (he other fellow’s 
viewpoint, we w 11 be far on the road to those adjustments which 
wiil work ¡11 upon none, w hile they work good upon many.

In t h e economy of (lie social, economic and industrial orders, 
there are no non-essential elements. This is brought to light when 
miners or shop crufts’ men cease to fulfill their normal functions 
in the existing order. 
And further analysis suggests that each 
and every class of labor is indispensable, not because of the impor­ 
tance of the tasks discharged, but because of the urgency of the 
demand that what they arc required to do be done. 
And in pro­ 
portion as men sense the importance of the place they hold in the 
order of life, there will he a weaker or stronger demand that their 
contribution to the world have due recognition. 
But, while the importance of the contribution of some may 
be clearly seen, the importance of the contribution of others is not 
so easily appraised. 
Yet all the elements that go to make up a 
nation's life are indispensable not because of the quality of their 
Occupation but because of their location, 
lf there were no labor­ 
ers each man would he required to do his share of the work now 
done by laborers. 
This sense of its value was brought to the at­ 
tention of common labor during those war years when the value 
of labor was unduly stressed. 
Because of the abnormal demand for labor during war years, 
the rewards of labor were abnormally increased, and ii is not 
surprising that in the years following the war, labor has been 
hesitant about accepting a reduction of the standard Of living made 
possible to it during those war 
ears. 
A higher standard of living is the thing which prompts men 
to struggle to achieve. 
Minds are made active, energies are re­ 
leased, activities are initiated, for the purpose of improving die 
standard of King of the thinker, organizer or worker. 
Life’s 
struggle centers around the standard of living. 
It is therefore to be expected that when a given standard 
has been reached it will not be- relinquished without a struggle 
equal to the struggle that made it possible. 
No man voluntarily 
seeks the reduction of his standard of living. 
This statement Is 
true in general, even though there have been a few' who, feeling 
that, their standard was not justified by their contribution to com­ 
mon welfare, have volunteered to accept less of life. 
However, the standard of living varies with the chances In 
the economic order. 
There are times of prosperity and there are 
times of stagnation. 
The question then resolves itself into this: 
Whose standard is to bear the reduction which will be ncccssarv 
to advance more prosperous times? 
The a c c e p te d answer is; 
Labor’s standard must be the first to be changed. 
But is this fair? 
Labor’s standard is a standard of living; while the standard of 
the wealthy is a standard of luxury. 
The man whose wife and family winters in Florida, while 
a son tours Europe, is the man himself is arranging for improve­ 
ments to his summer home, may feel just as keenly as anyone else 
the shift in conditions whereby his standard is threatened. 
But 
his standard includes all the things cited and, in addition, the 
increasing of his bank balance. 
The middle man, who stands be­ 
tween wealth and want, dislikes tin1 shortage which limits his 
ability to hold his standard. 
But in the first case the standard is 
one of luxury, in the second one of comfort, while in . lit' case of 
common labor any reduction in the standard means a reduction of 
life’s necessities. 
A reduction hi the first case limits luxuries, in 
the second it restricts comforts, while in the third it brings want. 
In none of these cases is it easy to yield, but a reduction of che 
standard which brings disapj>ointment, has more justification than 
the reduction of a standard, when that reduction means calamity. 
And when— but perhaps that day will never dawn— we set' our­ 
selves as others see us, and all are able to get* the other fellow’s 
viewpoint, we will be far on the load to those adjustments which 
vviil work ill upon none, while they work good upon many.
